0. S. CHIEF JUSTICE 
WHITE PASSES TODAY 
IN WASHINGTON OTT 


(Br Associated Press) 
Washington, May 19.—Death here 
early today of Judge Edward White, 
veteran chief justice of the United 
States supreme court, cast a shadow 
of sorrow today over the National 
Capital where during his long years 
of service on the supreme bench he 
had grown in admiration and esteem 
not only among official associates but 
in the entire community. 
Chief Ju s­ 
tice White had enjoyed rugged health 
until the time he was forced to sub­ 
mit recently to an operation for blad­ 
der trouble. His record of attendance 
on the bench was traditional. 
Chief Justice White who is 76 years 
old, has always been in good health 
except for a slight impairment of 
vision which had troubled him for 
several years. 
He was a well known 
figure about the capitol as he en­ 
joyed walking and was to be seen fre­ 
quently among the crowds 
on 
the 
streets. 
Although 
recently 
there 
have been reports that 
he 
contem­ 
plated resigning, no word from him 
supported them, but 
in 
fact, gave 
quite the opposite impression. Several 
weeks ago he was sent from the 
bench for a period of two weeks 
with a severe cold, but returned to 
his duties in apparently good health 
as ever. 
On May 2, he delivered an 
opinion in the Newberry case with 
his old time force. 
Chief Justice White was a native of 
Louisiana and served in the Confed­ 
erate army during the Civil War. He 
served in the United States senate 
throe years before he was appointed 
to the supreme court by President 
Cleveland in 1894. 
Although he had 
been a democrat in politics he was 
elevated to the chief justiceship in 
1910 by President Taft.

over the meeting. Following the in­ 
structive picture, Colonel 
Clarence 
Ousley, of the A. & M. College, made 
a most practical talk to the farmers 
of Brazos county. He stated that he 
wanted it understood in the begin­ 
ning that his remarks were based not 
on experience as a practical or scien­ 
tific farmer, but from observation in 
this and other countries. Colonel Ous­ 
ley stated that the Collin county men 
seen in picture were not different 
from Brazos county farmers, and that 
while Collin county could raise more 
grain than Brazos county it did not 
follow that they could surpass Brazos 
county farmers in live stock. He stat­ 
ed that co-operation had enabled the 
Collin county farmers to succeed in 
their live stock enterprise and that 
the same intelligent cooperation would 
bring success to us. Other concrete 
examples of success through cooper­ 
ation were given, Lowden county, Vir­ 
ginia, being one wherein the dairy 
farmers of the entire county 
had 
agreed to use only one kind of dairy 
cow. California was pointed out as 
another example of success through 
cooperation. 
Colonel Ousley sounded the key 
note when he declared that 
never 
again could farming 
be 
successful 
through individual effort alone, but 
that cooperation would characterize 
successful farming every where. “And 
I have observed,” said he, “that where 
live stock are intelligently managed, 
prosperity is always found, and that 
where no live stock are kept there is 
no prosperity.” 
„ , _ 
Following the addn ss by Col. Dug 
ley, President Roger Q. Astin, the 
Brazos County Pure Bred lave Stock 
Association, stated that 
the 
older 
farmers might he hard to induce to 
change their methods from even un­ 
profitable cotton farming, but that 
he believed the hope of the country 
is in the boys and girls of today, the 
progressive men and women o 
to­ 
morrow. Recognizing the future of the 
boys and the girls, Mr. Astin state 
that the banks of Brvan had gladly 
consented to lend assistance to th** 
several live stock undertakings no"

tion on Monday evening at 8 o'clock. Just be!ore the meeting 
assembled two fire alarms were turned in on North Main street 
the Stutz Engine and Chemical Hose cart went at double quick 
speed on a test run and returned to the Fire Station without find­ 
ing any flames which was great news. At 8:10 Chief C. E. Jen­ 
kins gave the order that if “Central*’ received any telephone mes­ 
sages that there was a lire to take the name and number and re­ 
port it over the telephone to headquarters and not sound the 
siren. This was a precautionary emergency order. Assembled in 
the “upper room” were many of the “older firemen of their day 
and the younger active fire lighters of Bryan. At 10:30 this order 
was violated aud the siren sounded and the gallant boys went on 
another false alarm run up College avenue. 
Chief C. E. Jenkins, who has been a volunteer fireman since 
1885 and chief of the Bryan department for over twenty-five 
years made a historic talk of the early organization and history of 
the Bryan department.

farmers, that will enable them to co­ 
operate fully in marketing their pro­ 
ducts. 
With the present lights before me. 
knowing agricultural conditions in the 
South as, I think, I do, and having 
been somewhat fam iliar 
with 
these 
conditions for a number of years, and 
while I know that the 
modes 
and 
methods bf production have not im­ 
proved as rapidly as they should have 
done, and are not near 
what 
they 
should b-* today, I am a great deal 
more positive that our present mar­ 
keting system , I should put it, our 
general manner of disposing of our 
farm products, has not improved one 
whit in the last fifty years, I submit 
that the average farmer stands ten 
times less chance under the present 
svstem than he did fifty 
years ago. 
The present system with its myriads 
of middle men stationed at every step 
of the way between the producer and 
consumer, each one hungrily scratch­ 
ing, grabbing and gouging out his 
share, or what he calls his share, be 
it little or great, as the product hap­ 
pens to pass his station. 
It is my 
candid opinion that this system, as it 
is today, is the crime, as well as the 
shame, of this age, and the wonder of 
my life is, How long ate the produc­ 
ers going to stand for it? 
We a ’l 
know that a change to a better way 
will never come by the men who are 
interested in the continuation of the 
present system . 
So the only hope as 
I see it, must come by the united, or­ 
ganized effort of the producers, and 
by the friendly aid of that part of the 
commercial world, especially the bank­ 
ers, whom I know should be, and I 
believe are, interested in, and desire 
the general welfare 
of 
producers 
everywhere. 
I believe that we can all agree that 
these things are facts, pnd if we can, 
is ii not passingly strange that any 
farmer, any where, would ever hesi­ 
tate to lend all his aid and influence 
in furthering the interest of an or 
ganization whose sole object 
is 
to 
meet his requirements and to better 
his condition. 
I know some find an 
excuse for their objections, in the 
fact that they were once gulled by 
the promoters of some so-called farm­ 
ers organization. 
Granted that this 
might be true, yet I do not believe 
that joining farmers 
organizations 
is the only thing by which farmers 
ha%e ever been gulled? 
I ask you 
to be honest with yourselves and say 
that ninety per cent of the failures 
of all farmer 
organizations 
have 
been brought about, not by the or­ 
ganization, but by the members them­ 
selves? 
So in being honest, let us in 
this instance put the blame where it 
rightly belongs. 
I often wonder how long it will be 
bcf. re people will learn that any sort 
of an organization is nothing more, 
and can be nothing more, than its 
membership and its activities, 
suc­ 
cesses or failures must envitably be 
what its membership makes it.

(Special to the Eagle) 
Austin, Texas, May 19.— Mrs. Isa­ 
bella E. N eff, aged mother of Gover­ 
nor N eff, died Wednesday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock at the executive mansion 
where she had been living since the 
inauguration of the governor. 
Mrs. 
N eff had been gradually sinking for 
the past several days and it was no 
surprise when the end came. 
The 
governor and relatives were at her 
bedside when she passed away. 
Mrs. 
Isabella Eleanor N eff was 
bom 
in 
Roanoke, Va., on the 28th day of Feb. 
1830. She was the daughter of Lewis 
Shepherd who was born in Virginia 
in 1786, and who died there at the age 
of 83 years. 
Mrs. N eff’s grandfath­ 
er was born in Frankfort on the Main. 
He was a student in a theological 
seminary in Paris at the time of the 
Revolutionary war and came to this 
country with Marquis Lafayette and 
participated with him in fighting bat­ 
tles of the American revolution. 
He 
died in Virginia at the age 
of 
96 
years. 
Mrs. N eff was the last sur­ 
vivor of a fam ily of 13 children. She 
married Noah N eff in Roanoke, Va., 
on the 26th day of Oct. 1854. 
A few 
days after their marriage they started 
to Texas by private" conveyance. They 
drove through to Belton, Texas, in 52 
days of actual traveling. 
They did 
not travel on Sundays. Their carriage 
was the first to cross the bridge over 
the Trinity river at Dallas. 
W as Pioneer Texan. 
Mr. and Mrs. N eff, as bride and 
groom, lived in Belton three months 
and then settled near the present town 
of McGregor, building 
a 
small log 
house on premises still owned by Mrs. 
N eff at her death, known as the N eff 
homestead. There they reared a fam ­ 
ily of nine children, all of whom grew 
to mature years, but all of whom are 
now dead except Sam N eff of Tenny­ 
son, Texas, Mrs. Sallie 
Calvert 
of 
Brownwood, Texas, and Pat M. N eff 
of Waco, Texas. 
In addition to these 
three children Mrs. N eff has 18 grand­ 
children, all living in Texas. Her hus­ 
band, Noah N eff, died in 1882. 
Mrs. 
N eff was a school-teacher in her girl­ 
hood and left the schoolrooms of Vir­ 
ginia to make her home amid the 
wilds of Texas. 
W hile her husband 
fought back the Indians on the fron­ 
tier, she fought the battles of pioneer 
life in the home. 
She was loved and 
honored by those who knew her, and 
has left her impress on Texas life. 
Gov. N eff's Tribute To Mother. 
The governor, in dedicating a vol­ 
ume of addresses to his mother, has 
said: 
“To her who passed for me 
through the martyrdom of mother­ 
hood; to her who during the weary 
days and sleepless nights bent above 
my infant couch; to her who guided 
with a steady hand 
my 
erring feet 
from childhood to manhood; to her, 
first to sec my virtues and last to see 
my faults; to her across whose brow 
the cutting cares of tin e have plowed 
deep furrows in which naught but 
beauty can be traced; to her on whose 
honored head the wintry winds of 83 
years have flung the glittering snow­ 
flakes that never melt; to her from
